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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 02/29/2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent granted 
on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US Patent Number 7,249,498 has 
been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Pertinent Art Cited 

The following US Patent Applications reveal the cun-ent state of the art: 

Hattori (US 2005/0146423) teaches of a device for detecting strain state of tire including a radially 
outermost annular ground contacting part, a hub and a radius part therebetween, (fig. 1) the device 
comprising: 

at least one sensor (100B) for measuring a physical parameter (strain) of the vehicle wheel (tire 
300) during rolling (during running of vehicle; abstract), said at least one sensor being attached to the 
radius part (figs. 1 and 16; paragraph 0080); 

a memory (1 36) in which a fonnula that calculates the physical parameter (strain state of tire) on 
the vehicle wheel (fig.1) at at least one predetermined measuring position (predetermined intervals in the 
circumferential direction of the tire; paragraphs 0015 and 0023) is stored (paragraph 0136); 

a device for locating said at least one sensor in order to measure the physical parameter when the 
sensor is at the predetermined measuring position; and 

a processor (230 and 250) which, process and output data on the physical parameter 
(distortion/strain) read from said at least one sensor (100). 

However, Hattori (US 2005/0146423) does not teach at least a device for locating said at least one 
sensor in order to measure the physical parameter when the sensor is at the predetermined measuring 
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position; and a processor which, using data on the physical parameter read from said at least one sensor, 
computes the fomnula to calculate the force and output data on the force. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-12 and 14-20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the inclusion of the limitation "calculates the 
physical parameter in terms of the magnitude of the force exerted on the vehicle wheel, using the obtained 
data and wherein the physical parameter is the magnitude of a radial strain in the radius part". 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 6-8 is the inclusion of the limitation "computing the 
formula using the measured physical parameter to calculate force; and locating a plurality of sensors for the 
physical parameter which are fixed to the radius part". 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 9 is the inclusion of the limitation "a device for 
locating said at least one sensor in order to measure the physical parameter when the sensor is at the 
predetermined measuring position; and using data on the physical parameter read from said at least one 
sensor to compute the formula to calculate the force". 

The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious. 

Claims 2-3, 5, 10-12, 14-15 and 16-20 are allowed due to their dependency on claims 1 and 6-9.
